H. Dewey records and papers per­ 
taining to 107 pieces of land owned 
by the federal government in Penn­ 
sylvania. Fifty years ago the legis­ 
lature agreed to cede jurisdiction to

1933 added another am endm ent and 
ordered the transfer of the records 
to the custody of the secretary of 
internal affairs who is now held re­ 
sponsible for the preservation of 
papers pertaining to federal owned 
lands as well as properties acquired 
by the commonwealth for institu­ 
tional and other purposes. 
This 
latter custodianship was conferred 
by an act of 1919. 
To Make Survey 
In accepting the copies of the fed­ 
eral owned land papers. Secretary 
Dewey instructed land bureau of­ 
ficials in the departm ent of internal 
affairs to make a careful check of 
all federal owned property in Penn­ 
sylvania to ascertain that records 
covering all of them are on file. 
Under the acts ceding jurisdiction 
to the federal 
government over 
lands acquired far the naval hos­ 
pital in Philadelphia, and the fed­ 
eral penitentiary in Union county, 
the legislature in 1931 made the 
secretary of internal affairs custo­ 
dian of papers relating lo these 
lands. 
The action of the general 
assembly this year has now brought 
all papers relating to government 
holdings in the commonwealth into 
one department. 
The act of the legislature of 1919 
provided that deeds to all property 
acquired in the nam e of the com­ 
monwealth must be filed with the 
secretary of internal affairs and 
Secretary Dewey stated today that 
files in the departm ent now hold 
approximately 25,800 such convey­ 
ances. Included in the total are the 
deeds to the various lands acquired 
for game and forestation purposes, 
institutions, the capitol park area in 
Harrisburg, as well as scores of 
pieces of property purchased by the 
commonwealth in connection with 
the construction of the Delaware 
river bridge between Philadelphia 
and Camden, New Jersey, 
Soon 
after passage of the act, hundreds 
of deeds were forwarded to the de­ 
partment of internal affairs for re­ 
cording and filing by the various de­ 
partments, boards and commissions 
which had made 
the purchases.

two years 3,893 have been forwarded 
to the departm ent. 
Excepting for 
recent purchases, it is now assumed 
that deeds to all state-owned prop­ 
erty are in the custody of Secretary 
Dewey. 
By virtue of his office the secre­ 
tary of internal affairs is the com­ 
monwealth’s land agent, the office 
having descended from that of sur­ 
veyor general established by William 
Penn and subsequently provided for 
in the various constitutions until 
1874 when the present title was 
fixed. The secretary of Internal af­ 
fairs, among his other duties, issues 
the w arrants and patents for lands 
which the commonwealth disposes 
of from tim e to time. Legislative 
action in m aking him custodian of 
deeds to all lands acquired by Penn­ 
sylvania has now placed in the de­ 
partment of interna! affairs papers 
and other instrum ents relating to 
both the receipt and the disposal 
of lands involving the common­ 
wealth.

Previously Attorney G eneral Cum­ 
mings had stated his agents were 
directed first to call the hoarders’ 
attention to the law requiring gold 
to be turned over to the governm ent 
and then to ask th a t the law be 
obeyed. He declared th a t when the 
tim e came to prosecute he did not 
w ant the person charged w ith gold 
hoarding to claim ignorance of the 
law. 
The statem ent by the departm ent 
M onday said 3,011 persons had been 
interviewed and 160 of them had 
returned $285,894 in gold or gold 
certificates a t the request of the 
federal agents. 
It added th a t 2,668 
persons reported they had returned 
$10,591,467 of gold since the presi­ 
dent barred its use as currency in 
this country. 
The agents have verified the re­ 
turn of $14,838,403 by 1,763 persons, 
but have not completed checking 
the stories told by 905 persons who 
are supposed to have held back 
$4,753,063.

drive last M arch to force all of the 
gold of the country into the treas­ 
ury. where it could serve as a base 
| for two and a half tim es as much 
I currency, a total of $850,000,000 in 
gold has been returned.

000. 
The treasury knows the where­ 
abouts of approxim ately $3,775,000,- 
000 in gold, leaving approxim ately 
$543,000,000 unaccounted for.

of this, officials say, has been taken 
out of the country, and the depart­ 
m ent of justice agents are busy tra c ­ 
ing the rem ainder of it.
